HOUSE IN AN UPROAR! 


Stills, of Texas, Causes a Stormy 


Scene by Making; Charges 


Against the Speaker. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—The house 


has just gone through a stormy scene. 
Mr. Mills, of Texas, charged the speaker 
with intentionally practicing a fraud 
upon the house (in refusing to recognize 
him to debate the approval of the jour- 
nal) and has intimated that MoKinley 
was not a man of honor. Theee senti- 
ments were met with denunciations and 
hisses from the republicans, and for a 
time the house was in an 
uproar. 


Throughout the sceno the speaker was 
calm, but the services of the sergeant-at- 
arme had to be called for to quell the 
tumult, whiob, at OHO time, threatened 
to culminate in personal violence, 


The senate committee on finance to- 


day agreed to report favorably the nomi- 
nation of Wm, A, Russell, 
of Mis- 


sissippi, John T. Ambertree, of Illinois, 
and Nathaniel Phil, of Colorado, to be 
delegates to the international monetary 
union. The opposition of ex-Senator 
Hill, which the Colorado senators had 
signified their intentions of making 
and which they decided to withdraw for 
politeial reasons, was not developed in 
the committee while the nominations 
were under discussion. The present in- 
tention of Colorado senators is to allow 
the nominations to be confirmed by the 
senate without their opposition.

KING KAimUA DYING. 


The Buler ot the HlawalU* Islands 


l)> lug To-Day at a Hotel In 


Han Francisco. 


SAN FIUNCISCO, Jan. 20.—King K»l- 


akaua, of tho Hawaiian islands, is lying 
at the point of death at the Palace hotel 
here, suffering from Bright's disease and 
uraemia. For forty-eight hours he has 
been unable to take solid food and is 
nourished with milk and brandy. He is 
attended by Fleet Surgeon Wood, of the 
United States man-of-war Charleston, 
and Dr. Sawyer. The physicians are 
greatly alarmed and have held several 
consultations with prominent physicians 
of this city. Rearl Admiral Brown last 
night sent a telegram to the navy de- 
pattment at Washington, telling of the 
King's condition, and the Hawaiian 
minister was notified by Consul-general 
McKinley. 


LATEK. 


SAS FBAXOISOO, Jan. 20.—At 6:80 


o'clock this morning Medioal Inspector 
Woods eaid that there had been little, if 
any change in King Kalakana's condition 
since 4 or 5 o'clock. There was every 
indication of approaching death, but 
owing to the marvelous vitality which 
the patient was displaying he might live 
twenty-four hours longer, but Dr.

His Underground Current Wires for 


Street Cars. 


Yesterday's Chicago 
Globe 
says: 


"Oapt. 
William 
Bradley, 
of Fort 


Wayne, Ind , has invented an under- 
ground conduit for inclosing current 
wires used for propelling street cars by 
electricity. The overhead, plan of run- 
ning electric oars can never come into 
general use in large cities because of 
the dangers to life and property. Cap- 
tain Bradley's method is to inclose the 
current wire 
in 
an 
underground 


conduit, something like that now used 
for cable lines. The opening, or slot, 
instead 
of 
being 
directly 
over 


the wire—which would permit snow 
and sleet to enter and weaken the cur- 
rent—is at the side of the conduit. 
Through this slot a small shaft passes 
in the same manner as the shaft of an 
ordinary "grip." At the end of the 
shaft is a trolley, which rests upon the 
wire and conducts the current to the oar 
motor. Tho conduit is BO constructed 
that it is impossible for dust or rain to 
get in. A number of electricians and 
capitalists inspected the model at room 
8, No, 225 Dearborn street, and it 
seemed to meet with general approval, 
Tho inventor claims that the cost of this 
conduit is almost nothing when com- 
pared with tho expensiveness of the 
cable system now in uso."

born in Butler county, Ohio, Septem- 
ber 26, 1827, but in his infancy his par- 
ents moved to Indiana. He was gradu- 
ated at Asbnry, now DePauw, Uni- 
versity, in 1849, studied 
law, was 


admitted to the bar in 1851 and began 
practice in Covington, Ind. He was an 
unsuooessfal candidate for congress in 
1856 and in 1858 was appointed United 
States district attorney, serving until 
1861. 
He served in congress from 1861 


till 1866, when his seat was successfully 
contested by Henry D. Washbum. He 
again served in congress in 1869 '73. 
He was appointed to fill the seat of 
Oliver P. Morton in the United States 
senate on the latfer's death and has 
filled that office ever since by regular 
election. 


JLKT TUB IX1UAX8 WORK. 


Secretary Noble talked freely of the 


Indian situation, says a Washington 
telegram, and, now that the trouble is 
practically over, what policy should be 
pursued by the government in its treat 
ment of them in the future. First of 
all, he believed the Indians had no 
legitimate use for firearms, and there- 
fore should be required to dispose of 
them. The secretary said he thought 
that the intellect that could master the 
mechanical intricacies of the Winchester 
rifla was fally capable of comprehend- 
ing and appreciating the usefulness and 
the noble simplicity of the plow. He 
proposed to give the hostile Sioux an 
opportunity 
as 
well 
as 
an in- 


centive to earn their own living. 


Of the 244,000 in the United States 


over two-thirds were earning their own 
living and making material progress in 
civilization. The other third were de- 
pending largely, if not entirely, npon 
the government for support. Of this 
latter class a majority were Sioux, and 
they had become boastful, arrogant and 
dieatorial. 
They had been allowed to 


come to Washington every year or two 
and had become deeply impressed with 
their own importance. Some of those 
who are most vehement in their de- 
mands that they continue to be fed and 
wholly maintained at the expense cf the 
government are the owners of quite 
large herds of cattle, from which they 
realize considerable sums of money. 
Nevertheless they insist, with much 
gusto, that the government shall feed 
them, and when their rations are slightly 
reduced they daub on paint and start on 
the war-path. 


"I am in favor," said the secretary, 


"of making these people work f r their 
living just as we white people are doing. 
They are strong, able-bodied men, of 
average intelligence, and there is no 
reason under the snn why they should 
not earn their bread. 
The government 


has treated them with great generosity 
and consideration; especially is this 
true during the last half century. In 
tb~ early days the settlers treated them 
as murderers of innocent men, women 
and children, and the insatiable ene- 
mies of the white race. Latterly they 
have.been treated with more than kind- 
ness and they have come to believe that 
the white people are under never-ending 
obligations to them." 


The time has fully come, in the opin- 


ion of the secretary, when the hostile 
Siouz should be compelled to do some- 
thing for their own support. They 
should be treated with perfect fairness 
and justice, but work should enter 
largely into any policy or scheme for 
their civilization. 


IT is not improbable that before the 


expiration of President Harrison's term 
of office the entire business now con- 
ducted by the pension bureau will be 
merged into the war department, as has 
been foreshadowed by recent semi- 
official 
telegrams from Washington. 


Secretary Windom is said to be out- 
spoken ia favor of the change. His 
idea is to supplant the head of the pen- 
sion office by an army officer who is 
already receiving all the salary re- 
quired for the pension, the filling of 
which would relieve him from duty in 
the field, just as officers are now detailed 
as military instructors of various colleges. 
This would save on item of 85,000 per 
year. But the great saving would re- 
sult from the abolishing of all state pen 
sion agencies and concentrating the en- 
tire government payment of pensions at 
Washington, which would decrease the 
public expenses about 8240,000 per year. 
The secretary further proposes that pen- 


sions shall be paid monthly instead of 
quarterly, a plan that would prove of 
great convenience to pensioners and at 
the same time bo valuable as a relief to 
the money markets of the country, for 
but little of the money paid out for pen- 
sions is hoarded up by the recipient. 
Soldiers, as a rule, are poor, and thei| 
money goes into qnick circulation soon 
as received, its vast amount being suf- 
ficient to add greatly to the impetus of 
all kinds of business. 


NKAKLY KKADY TO FJLV. 


Pennington'c; Air-Ship Arrives in 


Chicago and Will Be Exhibited. 


(Yesterdays Chicago Times.) 


The long talked of, the 
much-dis- 


puted, the derided, the vaunted Mount 
Carmel air-ship is at last in Chicago. 
Its machinery, its car and buoyancy 
chamber nailed up in huge bDJtoa are at 
the Polk street station, where they ar- 
rived yesterday morning. 


Last October Chicago was told that 


for a week a dozen mpn had been at the 
Grand Pacific in earnest discussion of a 
plan which sounded like a tale from the 
"Arabian Nights," This plan was to 
navigate the air at the rate of 200 miles 
an hour. The air-ship was to make the 
transportation of the mails equal to the 
telegraph and relegate the railroad to 
the days of the stage coach. It w5s 
eaid that these men claimed to be 
backed by a powerful English syndicate 
and a capital of §20,000,000. Chicago 
and the entire United States held its 
breath in astonishment at the possibility 
of the greatest revolution iu history 
and the gigantic nature of what might 
be the latest "fake." 


The machine which now lies at the 


depot is neither the model which is said 
to have induced capitalists to put mil- 
lions into the scheme nor is it the ship 
which is promised shortly to oi- ait the 
entire globe, discover the north pole, 
and trace the course of tho Congo. 
Its buoyancy chamber is about thiny 
feet long and the entire machine in po- 
sition is about eleven feet high. Mr. 
Pennington, the inventor, who is now 
at the Grand Pacific, says it is brought 
to Chicago on his own responsibility, 
without consulting the stockholders, his 
idea being to demonstrate to the people 
when his secret was first made public, 
that the theory 
of the air-ship is 


perfectly 
practicable. Having 
been 


bitterly 
attacked and 
having had 


differences 
with 
men 
in 
Mount 


Carmel in whose shops a part of the 
machinery was being built, there have 
been serious delays in the construction 
of the large ship. Mr, Pennington sayt 
he owes it to the public, to show that 
something has actually been done, and 
that his scheme is not a mere dream 
More than that, having learned & les 
son from other revolutionary inventions 
he believes it good policy to educate the 
general public in aerial navigation be 
fore sending forth the full-fledged in 
vention which might frighten in place 
of attract, as was the case with the rail 
road and the steamer. 
Hence the pre- 


sent visit to Chicago. 


When seen at the Pacific neither Mr. 


Penuington nor the stockholders, who 
were in consultation with him, seemec 
to be at all disturbed by criticism be- 
cause of the delay. All seemed to have 
perfect confidence in early success, anc 
said it was through no fault of the in- 
ventor that the public hod been disap 
pointed, 


It is announced that about three days 


will te required to put the various parts 
of the machine together. It will then 
be bhown publicly at the Exposition 
building, making its entire circuit. If 
the nse of that building be refused an 
other will be secured. 
The exhibit, 


however, is positively announced for 
this week. The stockholders will meet 
at the Grand Pacific, when it is said a 10 
per cent, assessment on the capital stock 
tf 820,000 000 will be paid.

On thg 
fifth night of Ins appearance at the rein 
de/.vons, after awaiting sometime, we 
was on (lie point of returning when loud 
cries Middenly ariested his attention. 
Drawing his sword, he hastened to the 
spot whence they proceeded, and was 
fired upon by thiee men, who, on see- 
ing that lie lemaincd unwounded, in- 
stantly took to flight, but at his feet lay 
a bleeiliug coipse. lie was yet bending 
over the dead mau when a detachment 
of diatom.*, summoned appaieutly by 
the noi-e of the pistols, came up sud- 
denly and arrested him as the assassin. 
lie is as loaded with chains, tried the 
next day and condemned to die. His 
execution was ordered to take place at 
midnight. Surrounded by the minis- 
ters of justice, he was led at a slow 
pace, by the light of torches, and the 
funeral tolling of bells, to a square, in 
the center of which was a scaffold en- 
vironed by horsemen. Beyond these 
were a group of spectators. The victim 
mounted the scaffold, and his sentence 
was read, and tho first act of the tragedy 
was on the point of fulfillment, when an 
officer let fall a word of hope. An elict 
had just been promulgated by the gov- 
ernment offering a pardon and life to 
any condemned criminal who should 
disclose tho members and secret tokens 
of a particular association, of which the 
Frenchman, to whom these words were 
addressed, had lately become a mem- 
ber. He was questioned, but he denied 
all knowledge. 
They urged him to 


confess, with promises of additional re- 
ward. His only reply was a demand 
for immediate death — and his initiation 
was completed. All that passed was a 
terrible tiial of tidelity. Those who 
surrounded him were members of the 
society, and every incident that has been 
described was only a step in the pro- 
gress of the fearful ordeal by which the 
society sought to determine the trust- 
worthiness of the neophyte. — A'ew York

The attack of Representative Curtis 


upon Warden Murdock, of the prison 
north, manifested in the demand for a 
special committee to investigate the 
affairs of that institution, continues a 
very iutere-ting topic, and the knowing 
ones are propbevying that it means a 
split in the ranks of the majority. 


It is surmised that Mr. Curtis is not 


without some personal feeling, inas- 
much as during his candidacy for 
speaker, Warden Murdook threw the 
strength of h<s influence to Niblack, 
and in Northern Indiana he is a potent 
factor in controlling political forces. 
The republicans sided with Curtis as a 
matter of course in the fight, while 
Speaker Niblack held the main strength 
of the majority well in hand, and so far 
as expressing the will of his party is 
concerned, made much tho greatest 
showing. It was this influence which 
sent the proposed investigation to the 
regular prison committee and left the 
committee practically untrammelled by 
instructions. 


It is conotded by even the republican 


opponents of Warden Murdock that 
there is no shortage such as indicated 
by the governor in his message, and 
that, while the money is not shown to 
have been turned over to the state, yet 
every dollar was expended in making re- 
pairs and permanent improvements, the 
same being done subject to approval by 
the board o! trustees. 
Technically this 


may be a violation of the law, but none 
dispute but that it has served the best 
interests of the prison. Relative to the 
'prison slop contract," from which it is 
charged the warden has profited, this is 
an old standing matter, entered into 
while Porter was governor, and of which 
the state was fully cognizant. If it has 
been abused, or if the prison has suffered 
thereby, it is a matter of judgment after 
an investigation shall have made public 
the evidence.

The senate met yesterday afternoon. 


The matter of the constitutional amend- 
ments adopted two years ago came up 
again, in the form of a resolution, refer- 
ring them to the committee on judiciary, 
with instructions to inquire 
as to 


whether the amendments are legally be- 
ore the general assembly at the present 
session, or whether, because of failure to 
comply with the constitutional require- 
ments, they are void. The resolution 
was tabled, but it elicited the informa- 
tion that the committee on revision is 
already working on the question. 


By Oilman—A bill providing for a 


scheme of fire insurance to be conducted 
jy the state. 


By Byrd—A bill for the appointment 


of a mine inspector and prescribing his 
duties. 


By Howard—A bill to enable cities to 


issue bonds for street improvements, and 
prescribing how the business shall be 
transacted. 


The special order of business for the 


hour was the house bill appropriating 
8105,000 for the current expenses of the 
general assembly daring this session, 
The act divided the sum into three por 
tioni. The first part, 860,000, was to 
be devoted to the expenses of the house 
the second part, 8*2,000, to the senate, 
snd the third part, $3,000, to the join 
expenses of both houses. 
The attemp 


of the house to dictate how much mone] 
the senate should expend was resente* 
and voted down overwhelmingly. 


The house did not meet until late in 


the afternoon, since the adjouxnmen 
on Friday, and a good many seats wer 
vacant, the members not having yet re 
turned from their homes. 
The regular 


order of business was the report of oom 
mittees, but they evidently had not hat 
time enough to do anything definitely 


Mr. Claypool introduced a resolution 


authorizing the appointment of a oom 
mittee of three to investigate the pres 
ent condition of the oonstitutiona 
amendments of last session, and to pre- 
sent the same to the house for consider 
ation. It was adopted. 


Mr. Troy offered a resolution author 


izingthe standing committees of th 
house to act as special committees in 
making negotiations for the manage- 
ment of state institutions, etc., and giv 
ing them power to examine witnesses 
and send for persons and papers, etc 
It was adopted without opposition.

Secretary Noble talked freely of the 


Indian situation, naj* a Washington 
telegram, and, now that the trouble IB 
practically over, what policy should be 
punned by the government in its treat 
ment of them in the future. First of 
all, he believed the Indians had no 
legitimate nee for firearma, and there- 
fore should be required to diapoee of 
them. The secretary said he thought 
tlat the intellect that could master the 
mechanical intricacies of tbo Winchester 
rifla waa folly capable of comprehend- 
ing and appreciating the ttsefnlneBB and 
the noble simplicity of the plow.

centive to earn their own living. 


Of the 244,000 in the United States 


over two-thirds were earning their own 
living and making material progran in 
oivtlization. The other third were de- 
pending largely, if not entirely, upon 
thegovemmtnt for rapport Of thi* 
latter clan a majority were Sioux, and 
they had become boastful, arrogant and 
dioatoriaL They bad been allowed to 
oome to Washington every y tsar or two 
and had become deeply impressed with 
their own importance. Borne of those 
woo aw most vehement in their •!*- 


ids that they eontinne to be fed and 


wholly maintained at the expense of the 
government are the owners of quite 
large herds of oattle, from which they 
realize considerable sums of money. 
NeTcrtheleat they insiat, with much 
guito, that the government shall feed 
them, and wben their rations are slightly 
reduced they danb on paint and start on 
the war-path, 


'I am in favor," aaid the secretary, 


"of making these people work f r their 
living jut as we white people are doing. 
Tbeyan strong, able-bodied men, of 
avenge intelligence, and there ia no 
reason under tha SDH why they should 
not earn their bread. 
The government 


has treated them with great generosity 
and consideration; especially is this 
true during the last half century. In 
W-e early days the settlers treated them 
ss murderers of innocent men, women 
snd children, and the insatiable ene- 
mies of the white raoe. Latterly they 
have.been treated with more than kind- 


> and they have oome to believe that 


the white people an under never-ending 
obligations to them." 


Tbe time has folly come, in the opin- 


ion of the secretary, when the hostile 
Sioux should be compelled to do some- 
thing for their own support. They 
should be treated with perfect fairness 
and justice, but work should enter 
largely into any policy or scheme for 
their civilization. 


IT is not improbable that before the 


expiration of President Harrison's term 
of office the entire business now con- 
ducted by the pension bureau will be 
merged into the war department, as has 
been foreshadowed by recent semi- 
official telegrams 
from Washington. 


Secretary Windom is said to be out- 
spoken in favor of the change. His 
idea is to supplant the head of the pen* 
won office by an army officer who in 
already receiving all the salary re- 
quired for the pension, the filling of 
which would relieve him from doty io 
the field, just ss officers are now detailed 
as military instructors of various colleges. 
This would save an item of f5,000 per 
year. Bnt the great saving would re- 
sult from the abolishing of all state pen 
sion agencies and concentrating the en- 
tire government payment of pensions at 
Washington, which would decrease the 
public expenses about $240,000 per year. 
The secretary further proposes that pen- 


sions shall be paid monthly instead of 
quarterly, a plan that would prove of 
great couveuiimoa to pensioners and at 
tho same time bo valuable aa a relief to 
the money markets of the country, for 
bat little of the money paid ont for pen- 


fl is hoarded up by the recipient.

Laat October Chicago woa told that 


for a week a dozen mnn had been at the 
Grand Pacific in earnoet disonssion of a 
plan which Bounded like a talo from the 
'Arabian Nigbta." This plan vrae to 
navigate the air at the rate of 200 nulcB 
an honr. The air-ship was to make the 
transportation of the mails equal to the 
telegraph and relegate the railroad to 
the daVB of the atage coach. It 
amid that these men claimed to be 
baoked by a powerful English nyndioate 
and a capital of $20,000,000. Chicago 
and the entire United States held its 
breath in astonishment at the possibility 
of the greatest revolution in history 
and the gigantic nature of what m 
be the latest "fake." 


The machine which now lies at the 


depot is neither the model which is said 
to have induced capitalists to pat mil- 
lions into the scheme nor is it the ship 
which IB promised shortly to dr ait the 
entire globe, discover the north pole, 
and trace tbe course of the Congo. 
Its buoyancy chamber ia abont thiriy 
feet long and the entire machine in po- 
sition is abont eleven feet higb. Mr. 
Pennington, the inventor, who is now 
at the Grand Pacific, says it is brought 
to Ohioago on his own responsibility, 
without oomralting the stockholders, his 
idea being to demonstrate to the people 
when his secret WH first made public, 
that the theory of the •ir-ship 
perfectly 
practicable.

When seen nt the Pacific neither Mr. 


Pennington nor' the stockholders, who 
were in consultation with him. sec 
to be at all distarbsd by criticism be- 
e4iue of tho delay. All seemed to have 
perfect confidence in early snoots;, and 
said it was through no fault of the in- 
ventor that the pnblio had been diaap- 
pointed.

Drnwing his sword, ho hastened to tha 
spot whouco tbey proceeded, and waa 
fired upon bj- three men, who, on eec- 
ing thnfc he remained unwonnded, in- 
stanlly took to llight, but nt his feet lay 
B bleeding corpse. Uo was jet beudiug 
over the dead mau when a detachment 
of chiisBcurs, Buuituoncd apparently by 
the noise of tho pistols, cauie np sad- 
den IT and arrested him as the asaasein. : 
lie was loailcd with chains, tried tlio 
next clay and condemned to die. His 
execution waa ordered to take place at 
midnight Surrounded by the minis- 
ters of justice, he •wan led at a slow 
pace, by the light of torches, and the 
funeral tolling of bells, to a square, in 
Hje center of which was a scaffold en- 
vironed by horsemen. Beyond these 
were a group of spectators. Tho victim 
mounted the scaffold, and his sentence 
was read, and the first act of the tragedy 
was on the point of fulfillment, when an 
officer let fall a word of hope, Aneliot 
had just bean promulgated by the gov- 
ernment offering a pardon and life to 
any condemned criminal who should 
disclose tbo members and secret tokens 
of a particnlar association, of which the 
Frenchman, to -whom these words were 
addressed, had lately become a mem- 
ber. He was questioned, but he denied 
all knowledge. 
They urged him to 


confess, with promises of additional re* 
word. His only reply was a demand 
for immediate death—and his initiation 
was completed. All that passed was a 
terrible trial of fidelity. Those who 
surrounded him were members of the 
society, and every incident that has been 
described was only a step in the pro- 
gms of the fearful ordeal by which tho 
society sought to determine the trust- 
worthiness of the neophyte.—New York 
Ledger.

March was originally the first month, 
and was named for Mars, the god of 
war. April is from aperire, to open, be- 
cause tho bads open iu that month.

Jnly was named for Julius Csosar, and
